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THE  FIFTEENTH  GRAND  CHAPTER 
CONCLAVE  MEETS  AT  BIGWIN  INN 
LAKE  OF  BAYS,  ONTARIO,  CANADA 

PURSUANT  to  Article  II,  Section  7b,  of  the  Constitution, 
the  Grand  Chapter  in  session  at  Seattle,  Washington,  Friday, 
August  24,  1928,  by  motion  regularly  made  and  seconded,  dele' 
gated  to  the  Executive  Committee  authority  to  fix  the  time  and 
place  of  the  1930  Conclave. 

Extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meet- 
ing held  August  15,  1929: 

"The  advantages  of  meeting  in  the  middle-west 
cities  considered  by  the  sub-committee  meeting 
in  St.  Louis  in  April,  1929,  were  considered. 
As  no  Conclave  has  ever  been  held  in  the 
north-eastern  section  of  the  country  the  Grand 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  secure  immediately 
rates  showing  probable  cost  of  a  Conclave  on 
the  North-Atlantic  Coast,  particular  attention 
being  given  to  Bigwin  and  Montreal,  Canada, 
Boston,  and  Atlantic  City. 

After  a   careful   investigation   of  the   places 
considered  by  the  Committee 

BIGWIN  INN,  LAKE  OF  BAYS, 
ONTARIO,  CANADA 

was  selected,  and  the  dates  for  meeting  set  as 
August  27,  28,  29,   1930."

ilGWIN  INN  is  noted  for  its 
cuisine  and  its  orchestra.  It  has 
become  the  Mecca  for  conventions  of 
discriminating  groups,  having  enter- 
tained many  of  the  Greek  letter  or- 
ganizations. 

Located  as  it  is  on  an  island,  the 
Inn  offers  excellent  boating  facilities. 
The  management  supplies  at  reason- 
able charge  motor  boats,  sail  boats, 
and  canoes.  An  excellent  18  hole 
golf  course  is  attached  to  the  hotel, 
as  well  as  tennis  courts,  while  bowl- 
ing and  billiard  facilities  are  supplied 
for  enthusiasts  of  these  games.  Bath- 
ing and  swimming  opportunities  are, 
of  course,  excellent.  Although  no 
formal  dance  is  provided  on  the  pro- 
gram for  Conclave,  informal  dancing 
will  be  provided  each  evening. 


There  is  but  one  hotel  on  the  island 
where  the  Conclave  will  be  held.  This 
is  Big  win  Inn.  The  accommodations 
at  the  hotel  are  on  the  American  plan, 
which  means  that  the  charge  per  day- 
includes  three  meals  and  a  room.  The 
part  of  the  hotel  which  includes  the 
office  and  lounging  rooms,  is  a  sep- 
arate building  from  those  in  which 
the  bedrooms  are  located.  In  this  is- 
sue on  page  12  is  a  ground  plan  of 
the  Bigwin  Inn  property.  The  main 
part  of  the  hotel  is  marked  "Rotunda" 
and  the  bedrooms  are  in  the  portions 
marked  East  Lodge  and  West  Lodge. 
The  first  and  second  floors  have  halls 
running  through  the  middle  and  rooms 
on  either  side.  The  third  floor  has 
only  one  row  of  rooms  with  the  hall 
in  front  of  them.    In  the  West  Lodge,

on  all  three  floors,  every  room  has  a 
private  hath, — with  the  exception  of 
six  rooms  on  each  of  the  first  and  sec- 
ond floors,  and  these  are  en  suite 
with  other  rooms  with  bath  connect- 
ing. In  the  East  Lodge,  first  two 
floors,  all  rooms  on  north  of  hall  have 
private  bath,  those  on  the  south  being 
arranged  in  suites  of  two  with  bath 
connecting.  On  the  third  floor  the 
rooms  do  not  have  baths,  but,  like 
every  other  room,  are  equipped  with 
running  hot  and  cold  water. 

The  rate  for  rooms  with  baths,  is 
$8.00  per  day  per  person,  two  per- 
sons in  a  room;  rooms  without  baths

ABOUT  two-thirds  of  the  attend- 
ants of  the  Richmond  (1926) 
and  Seattle  (1928)  Conclaves  used 
the  automobile  for  transportation. 
The  Bigwin  meeting  (1930)  will  prob- 
ably attract  even  more  autoists  than 
either  the  1926  or  1928  meeting. 
Summertime  in  the  Canadian  woods 
and  particularly  the  Lake  of  Bays  and 
Algonquin  Park  section  is  the  ideal 
time  for  an  auto  trip  in  that  Paradise- 
like land. 

All  autoists  from  the  States  should 
travel  through  Toronto,  and  the 
routes  from  anywhere  in  the  States 
may  be  obtained  from  the  automobile 
club   in  your  city. 

The  road  from  Toronto  to  Bigwin, 
141  miles,  is  well  marked  and  always 
in  good  condition.  Of  the  141  miles, 
89  miles  are  paved. 


Toronto  to  Bradford, 
35  Miles 

Starting  from  King  and  Yonge 
streets,  Toronto,  proceed  north  up 
Yonge  street  through  numerous  small 
towns,  including  Richmond  Hill,  Au- 
rora, etc.  Continue  straight  over 
paved  road  until  a  few  miles  beyond 
Aurora  it  curves  left,  down  hill,  again 
left  through  Holland  Landing,  then 
along  a  long  straight  stretch  into  Brad- 
fordT 

Br.adford  to  B.arrie,  21  Miles, 
Total  ')6  Miles 

At  main  four  corners  in  Bradford 
turn  right.  Sign  there  will  read 
''Barrie,"  etc  Follow  this  main  paved 
road  straight  into  Allendale  which  is 
actually  part  of  Barrie.  Pavement 
leading  into  Allendale  will  come  to 
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an  end  then  turn  right  a  few  hun- 
dred yards  over  railroad  tracks,  then 
left  along  paved  road,  swinging  right 
into  main  street  of  Barrie. 

Barrie  to  Orillia,  23  Miles. 
Total  79  Miles 

In  Barrie  continue  along  main 
street,  pass  retail  business  section  and 
two  or  three  blocks  of  more  or  less 
residential  section,  then  curve  left 
with  pavement  for  two  or  three  short 


left  for  three  blocks  on  paved  road, 
then  turn  right  for  one  block,  then 
left  and  follow  this  main  road  which 
leads  along  west  shore  of  Lake  Couch' 
iching.  At  top  of  lake  the  road 
swings  right  over  two  railroad  tracks 
into  main  street  of  Washago.  There 
turn  left  and  follow  this  road  and  in 
a  mile  or  so  swing  left,  then  across 
bridge  into  village  of  Severn  Bridge. 
Then  continue  along  this  main  road 
into  Gravenhurst.

blocks  and  then  turn  right  along  the 
only  paved  road.  Follow  this  road 
for  about  one  mile  and  then  turn  left 
on  paved  road,  up  hill,  then  right, 
left  and  after  a  few  miles  take  right 
hand  turn  to  Orillia  which  probably 
is  not  prominently  marked.  (More 
than  likely  much  larger  sign  indicat- 
ing left  hand  road  leads  to  Midland) . 
After  this  right  hand  turn,  follow 
main  road  which  turns  left  and  right 
several  times  on  into  Orillia. 

Orillia  to  Gravenhurst, 
25  Miles.    Total  104  Miles 

At  Orillia  paved  road  will  lead  into 
edge  of  town.  Turn  right  on  pave- 
ment at  large  red  brick  building  (hos- 
pital) .  Follow  this  street  a  few  blocks 
to  where  pavement  ends.     Then  turn 


Gravenhurst  to  Bracebridge, 
12  Miles.    Total  116  Miles 

On  entering  Gravenhurst  proceed 
along  main  street  through  town  to 
the  end  of  road,  then  turn  right  over 
railroad  track.  Signs  here  will  say 
''Bracebridge"  or  ''Huntsville."  Fol- 
low this  main  road  which,  in  about 
seven  or  eight  miles,  has  a  fork  with 
sign  probably  saying  both  roads  lead 
to  Bracebridge.  Take  road  to  left. 
Follow  this  main  road,  shortly  turn- 
ing left  over  railroad  track,  then  right, 
continuing  on  into  outskirts  of  Brace- 
bridge. At  bottom  of  hill  on  reach- 
ing edge  of  Bracebridge,  road  will 
turn  right  along  river.  Follow  this 
road  over  numerous  tracks  swinging 
left,  up  hill,  down  hill  and  over  bridge 
into  main  street  of  Bracebridge. 
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Bracebridge  to  Bigwin  Inn  end,  turn  left  for  one  block,  then
